There ho will sec 
equal rights, and equal duties as tho solo basis 
of tho institution.. No member is favored be- 
yond another, but the some benefit is enjoyed 
proportionately by all. Tho same is the case 
with tho institutions that provide for old ago, 
widows and the sick, all of which are formed, 
by means of mutual support, to guard'the 
aped, Iho widow and the sick, against falling 
victims to tbo inclemency of misfortune. • Of 
more recent origin are the Associations to 
provide the necessaries of life, a few of which 
are now in existence. By means of these As- 
sociations a parish becomes like one great 
family, and supplies the wants of its members 
nt more reasonable prices than, would bo pos- 
sible otherwise. •; 'Are' ^ueh .Social arrange- 
ments as these deserving of a mortal blow ?— 
And are all that are interested in them, to 
be called bad men, murderers and bandits ? 
Or, at least, nre the laboring classes to be con- 
demned, when they exhibit Socialistic ten- 
dencies, such as these ? Why; should they 
not be permitled'to associate in order, to as- 
sure to themselves'and others aft eer and hap- 
pier lot ?7..

Simmons, sailed, from Southampton with 
mails nnd passengers on thu 2d inst. When 
two drive out, about 150 miles south of West 
Scilly Islands, was discovered to bo on fire;

By this horrible disaster 41 of the cabin 


and 89 of the emigrant passengers, with sev- 
eral of the officers aro known to havo perish- 
ed. Capt. Simmons, nnd his four chief offi- 
cers, the Surgeon and Elliot Warburton, tbo 
celebrated author of tho "Crescent and tbe 
Cross," wore among the sufferers. 


Many of tho passengers, from tho appall 


ing rapidity with which the flames' spread, 
wero cither burned or elso suffocated in their 
berths. 


As soon ns every effort to subduo tho flames 


had failed, tho boats wero attempted to be 
lowered, but the consternation was so great, 
and a desperate rush was mode for them and 
before they wore well got into the water, they 
were swamped alongside the steamer,- and ev- 
ery soul in them lost. 


Other boats were successfully launched, 


and thus 9 passengers and 37 seamen succee- 
ded in escaping.

Mil. EDITOR I Thequestion as to the con- 


stitutionality of Slate laws which prohibit tbo 
sale of intoxicating drinks, bas been decided 
by the Supremo Court of the United Slates; 
and although the question of thu seizure and 
destruction of the liquor was not directly pre- 
sented, yet the right to destroy, as included 
in the general power of self-protection nnd in 
the right of entire and absolute prohibition, is, 
nevertheless, clearly and sufficiently covered 
by tbo published opinions of tho judges. The 
decision was given in tbe famous license suits 
arried tip from Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
and New Hampshire. I quote from tbe " Re- 
port of tho majority of tbo Select Committee 
on the License question," presented to the 
Assembly of the State of New York, March 
Gtb, 1830: 


" It is enough to say now, that these suits 


were designed nnd arranged to bring out thu 
most valid objections that could bo raised 
against the entire prohibition nnd suppres- 
sion, by law, of tho sale of intoxicating drinks. 
Messrs. Webster, Choate, and Halted, from 
Massachusetts; Messrs. Ames nnd Whipplu, 
oHlhodu Island ; and Mr. Hale, of N. Hamp- 
shire, woru associated in these connected suits. 
Yut, after n laborious search of several years, 
by this brilliant nrrny of most distinguished 
counsellors, orators, and statesmen, no. nrgur 
merit was attempted to shield the business of 
(heir clients from the crushing weight of pub- 
lic indignation enforced by statute law, but 
the f'utilo claim tlint tho laws of these Stitcs 
conflicted with tho Constitution of the United 
States, the {aws of Congress, and treaties with 
foreign nations. The concurrent opinions of 
tho entire bunch of the Supremo Court so 
swept away this unconstitutional figment, that 
not uvcn n fragment of. tho arguments of the 
learned counsel remain." 


.Mr. Webster argued, that Congress alone 


has tho power to regulate commerce with for- 
eign nations, nnd among tho several States, 
and with tho Indian tribes; and that, while 
thu law of Congress authorizes importation 
for tho sale for consumption, tho law of the 
State prohibits all sale and consumption, and 
thus renders invalid tho law of the nation. 
" The right to import," said be, " implies tho 
right to sell, lo the unrestricted use of all the 
channels of commerce, even tbo most minute, 
to tha consumer." 


In opposition to Mr. Webster, Mr.. Davis, 


for tbo' State of Massachusetts, argued, that 
police laws " may bo carried to any extont 
tho public welfare demands. If tho health, 
the morals, and tho welfare of tho public dc 
mand tbo exclusion of an evil, there is a right 
to shut it out, regardless of revenue and pri 
vote interest. If excessive indulgence in the 
uso of intoxicating drinks bo an evil, it is tho 
right of tho Legislature to guard against it by 
wise and prudent legislation. This restraint 
upon tho sale of spirits, only follows out a 
principle maintained and enforced in all ages 
by civilized nations." 


Mr. Webster, in reply, "agreed that tbe 


retail trade should bo regulated; that the 
Stutu was tho sola and uncontrolled judgoiof 
her policy ; and that ha claimed for the court 
no power to review her decision on that point. 
He only claimed that State laws must yield 
when they come in conflict with the acts of 
Congress." 


Tho. Court unanimously decided.that tho 


law of Massachusetts, forbidding tho sale in 
less quantities than twenty-eight gallons, and 
tho law of Nuw Hampshire forbidding tbo sale 
in any quantity, " wore not inconsistent with 
the Constitution of tba United States, nor 
with any acts of Congress." 


Chief Justice Taney said: " Every State 


may regulate its own internal traffic, accord- 
ing to its own judgment, nnd upon its own 
views of tho interest and well being of its cit- 
izens. I nm not awaro that these principles 
have over been questioned. If any State 
deems tbo retail and internal trafiiu in ardent 
spirits injurious to its citizens, and calculated 
to produce idleness, vice, or debauchery, 1 sco 
nothing in tbe Constitution of tbe U. States 
to prevent it from regulating and restraining 
tho traffic, or from prohibiting it altogether, if 
it thinks proper. Tho law of Now Hampshire 
is a valid law; for, although tbe gin sold was 
an import from another State, and Congress 
havo already tho power to regulate such im- 
portations, yet as Congress has made no regu- 
lation on the subject, tho traffic in the article 
may bo lawfully regulated by the State, as 
soon ai it is landed in its territory and a tax 
imposed upon it, or a license required, or tho 
sale altogether prohibited, according to the 
policy which the Slate may suppose to be its 
interest or its duty to pursue." 


All tho Associate Justices agreed with the 


Chief Justice in this result In my next arti- 
cle, I will give their remarks.

And their 
sturdy resistance to tbo tyranny of their own 
government, and their defence of tho rights 
and liberties of tho people, have long before 
these last events, rendered them celebrated 
among all tho races of tbo earth for their love 
of liberty. 


England has its faults, hut with them nil wo 


are proud that our country is her daughter.— 
And although on separating ourselves from 
her, a mutual hostility and prejudice arose be 
:twccn tho two nations, wo trust that tbo gen 
erosity, tho common language and tbo com 
man interests of both, will allow that proju 
dico and ho8tilily[to pass awny with tho causes 
which created them. And that, if a struggle 
between despotism and liberty is to come, 
they may bo found side by sido battling 
against tbo world, in behalf of that lib 
erty, which, with all their inconsistencies, we 
believe dear to tho hearts of both.
